The suggestion, though interesting, seems 
to us to be premature. Like other sugges- 
tions which ate now before the country, 1t 
offers us a well-built machine, but fails 
to supply the motive force. The Irish 
Government must be the primary agent 
in any programme of reconstruction. It 
must have the necessary powers to initiate 
reforms and the necessary means to 
finance them as promptly, as judiciously, 
and as liberally as the special circum- 
stances of every case may require. When 
it gets those powers it will control recon- 
struction largely through the existing 
branches of the Executive. We agree 
that—once the powers have been secured— 
the proposed Department of Research 
might do excellent work in suggesting im- 
provements in the machinery of adminis- 
tration. At present, however, all such 
suggestions put the cart before the horse. 
There is no use in advising a Government 
to do the right things when, however will- 
ing, it has no power to do them. We all 
know. that, quite recently, the Irish 
Executive wanted to do certain things, 
but ‘was estopped from London. For 
instance, it wanted £2,000,000 for a logical 
scheme of reconstruction, but was fobbed 
off with £250,000 for “ utility work.” At 
this moment most of the sources of 
initiative for Irish reconstruction are in 
London. They le in English departments 
which are out of touch with Irish needs 
and are ruled by the idea that English 
health bills and English transit bills can 
be applied, with little or no change, to this 
country. Let us get. those powers of 
initiative transferred to the Irish Govern- 
ment, with a lump sum for their proper 
utilisation. Then, and not till then, we 


may begin usefully to meditate improve- 


ments in a machinery which at last will 
have become effective. We should like to 
see the Government s health and transit 
schemes for Ireland dropped altogether 
until the Irish Government, armed with 
new powers and advised ‘by the best Irish 
opinion, has presented plans of its own to 
the Cabinet. An Act of Parliament will 
be required to arm the Irish Government 
with real authority to undertake genuine 
reconstruction. We advise all the Irish 
associations and Parliamentary com- 
mittees to come together and to concen- 
trate on this demand. They might begin 
with action in the House of Lords, where 
the Unionist Anti-Partition League com- 
mands the services of a large and influen- 
tial body of Peers.

To 
transform a commercial machine into a 
“bomber” is only a matter of hours, and 
the best guarantee we can have against 
German wiles is the possession of an ‘alert 
and adequate Air Force.

A Trade Policy. 


It is announced that the Department of

Mr. Bonar Law said that Monday and 
Tuesday in next week would be devoted to 
the second reading of the Ways and Com- 
munications Bill. The Government are 
wise to allow plenty of time for the dis- 
cussion, for opposition to the measure 1s 
springing up in many parts of the country, 
which view with suspicion the proposal to 
place ports, roads, and railways under 
centralised control. In reply to Mr. 
Joynson-Hicks, who, as representing the 
motor industry, is one of its foremost 
antagonists, Mr. Law stated that he had 
received a good many resolutions, mostly 
of a hostile character, from local authort- 
ties, but consoled himself with the reflec- 
tion that a still larger number had dis- 
regarded the hon. member's circular. 

General Seely’s statement in introduc- 
ing the estimates for the Air Force was 
worthy of its theme. He began by draw- 
ing an effective contrast between the 
amount for which he asked five years ago, 
when he was War Minister, and that re- 
quired to-day. Then it was one million ; 
now it was 66 millions; and, if the war 
was still going on, it would have been 200 
millions. The six squadrons of 1914 had 
grown into 200 squadrons. He had him- 
self witnessed the first air combat im 
Flanders, and recalled Sir David Hender- 
son’s prophecy that before the war was 
over there would be gigantic aerial battles. 
Such had, indeed, been the case. Our air- 
men had shot down 8,000 enemy ‘planes, 
and themselves lost 2,400. He paid a 
glowing tribute to the courage and skill 
of our pilots, and dwelt. on the hardship 
which demobilisation had brought to many 
thousands of youngsters who found that 
their highly specialised training was not 
of much use to them in civil life, since it 
was highly improbable that commercial 
flying will develop so rapidly as to absorb 
the 30,000 officers and 25,000 cadets who 
were under instruction at the time of the 
armistice: The authorities were doing 
what they could to mitigate the hardship, 


| but he appealed to employers generally to 


do their utmost to give places to them. 

It is to be hoped that the Peace Con- 
ference will adhere to the proposal that 
Germany shall not be trusted with un- 
limited aircraft in future. The ruthless 
use made of Zeppelins and Gothas during 
the war, with the consequent slaughter of 
many helpless women and children, de- 
serves such a punishment. The surrender 
is demanded of the Zeppélins and aero- 
planes now in possession of the Germans, 
and it would not be a bad move if the 
Allies took them at a valuation and paid 
over. the money to all those British, 
French, and Belgian ey which have 
suffered from them in “he war. 

One of the precautions likely to be 
taken on behalf of France against future 
German aggression will be the denuding 
of the whole of the German territory west 
of the Rhine of every form of fortification, 
so that it may be a neutral barrier. Such 
a step would mean a great deal to the 
towns like Cologne, Mainz, and Coblentz, 
for, stripped of their fortifications and 
Army Corps, much of their trade and life 
would disappear. Some hundreds of 
thousands of troops have always been 
maintained on the left bank of the Rhine 
for many years past, and their departure 
will make a very great. difference. 

It is reported from Paris that great 
credit is given everywhere to Mr. Lloyd 
George for the successful fight that he 
has made for the general adoption of the 
voluntary system of military service. In 
all circles the decision of the Supreme 
War Council on this point is regarded as 
the most vitally important since the Peace 
Conference assembled. 

The plans of Mr, Ian Macpherson with 
regard to Ireland have been much dis- 
cussed recently, but, as a matter of fact, 
very iew people know anything about 
them. Up to the present Mr. Macpherson 
has been busy mastering the intricacies | 
of his department, but he is not letting | 
things drift.

GOVERNMENT “ PROFITEERING ” 
IN FOOD. 


£133,363 IN 1917-18. 

The discovery by the public (says The Times) 
that the policy of the Coal Controller unneces- 
sarily raised the price of coal to the consumer, 
and yielded many millions of money io the 
Treasury, has resulted in a demand for informa- 
aon conceraing the profiis made by the Ministry 
of Food. It is stated thai no useful estimate 
of the trading results to the end of the present 
month can be given owing to the uncertainty of 
the prices that may be realised on the stocks 
held by the Department. These stocks’ taken 
at cost price, will at the end of the month have 
a nominal value of about £60;000,000, but it is 
probable that losses will have to be provided for 


out of the Treasury funds to follow the falling 
prices ot foodstufie during the period in whicn 
the stocks are being liquefied. 

The trading accounts and balance sheet of the 
Food Department for the year ended March 31, 
1918, show a surplus of £133,363 on trading ac- 
count, after debiting al] expenses. The eurplus 
Was carried forward as a reserve against losses 
which may arise out of the disposal of stocks. 
The total sales of the Department over the 
period to March 31, 1918. amounted to 
£45,564,611, and the stocks held at that date 
stood in the books at £20,974.116. Administra- 
live expenses are stated to have aggregated 
£1,249,575, or approximately 2 per cent. on the 
total transactions, inclusive of the stocks pur- 
chased. 

The figures given do not take into account the 
operations of the Wheat Commission and the 
Sugar Commission, but they include a debit of 
£549,883 in respect of rationing expenses, and a 
proportion of this sum was incurred in connec- 
tion with the rationing of sugar. If this figure 
were deducted from the expenses of the Ministry 
as being in the nature of an extraordinary. ex- 
pense, the administrative cost of the Depart- 
ment would be reduced to a little over 1 per 
cent. In the accounts for the present financial 
year it is expected that the percentage of ex- 
penses to the business transacted will be lower 
than in the preceding year. 

The policy of the ‘Ministry appears to have 
been to cover the cost of its own administration, 
but otherwise the margin of profit has not been 
fixed with a view to providing the Government 
with funds. )

It is that eet which relates to the prelimin- 
ary peace with Germany ; and, from the various 
decisions which have been taken or are still 
undergoing discussion, one can now form a 
mental picture’ of the whole work, blurred in 
outline it is true, but getting each day more and 
more clear as completion is neared. 

The most momentous piece 
work was, of course, the 
tion of Germany's military peace strength. 
The decisions reached this week were 
not taken before many alternative schemes, each 
offering disadvantages as well as merits, were 
considered. The final choice of permitting Ger- 
many to have a standing peace army of 100,000 
voluntary recruits, serving a term of twelve 
years, was found to present fewest objections. The 
size of such a body will be enough for preserving 
order within the borders of Germany itself, and 
more than that it will not be expected to do. 

The chief competing scheme put forward was, 
of course, that coming from the military ad- 
visers. It was for a conscript army of 200,000 
men receiving one year’s training. The army 
thus available at any given moment would con- 
sist, entirely of men only partly trained, but the 
objection was that in a period of, say, twelve 
years it would produce 2,400,000 trained men, 
who could be mobilised at ehort notice. The chief 
objection to the scheme of a voluntary army, on 
the other hand, was that, as the term of seryice 
is twelve years, a large body of men, feeling a 
special aptitude or liking for military life, 
could ‘acquire training as potential officers, and 
be fitted to control an army of considerable size. 
It was pointed out, however, that, under the 
compulsory scheme, by which 200,000 men are 
in. training for one yesr, it would be difficult to 
prevent a.certain number from returning again 
and again, and thus receiving the same amount 
of training which raises the objection to the 
voluntary scheme. The latter has one element 
in ‘its favour—it is expensive; and a country 
forced to economise, and placed for a very long 
time to come in a position of military weakness 
compared with any army it might attack, would 
be urged to reduce its force to a mtnimum. It 
is, therefore, not impossible that Germany 
might of her own choice keep even a smaller 
number than that permitted. 

One hears one objection raised by the people 
of Germany itself to the arrangement. It does 
not determine from what part of Germany these 
troops shall be drawn, where they shall be 
stationed, or ai whose command they shall be. 
It will be remembered that there has always 
been a great deal of internal antagonism in 
Germany among the various States of which it 
is composed. Prussia has always dominated the

] Confederation, and Prussia it is that has been 


always to the fore in schemes of military ag- 
gression. If Prussia gets control of this army, 
it might be possible to wield a kind of dictator- 
ship over the rest of Germany, as it did in pre- 
war days. This is, however, hardly a matter on 
which the Allies would feel disposed to give a 
ruling, From our point of view, Germany is a 
unit, which only bezins to concern us when her 
influence is made felt beyond her own borders. 
It, is for the people of Germany to decide for 
themselves in just what way the army shall be 
raised, and where it will be situated. 

All our present actions are taken 
the «esumption that the Germany we 
have to deal with to-day, and have to 
reckon with in the future, is the Germany of 
1914. Some allowance must be made for 
the fact that the nation has passed through five 
years of ‘bitter disillusionment. It has been re- 
duced to the extremities of starvation. lIis 
army has had to retreat before far more power- 
ful forces, brought into existence by its own 
aggressions. Its naval and military strength has 
been completely shattered, and it will have 
to accept a peace in the arrange- 
ment of which it has had no voice. 
The political upheaval in Germany is 
one expression of the fact that its outlook has 
changed, and changed too radically to permit 
of its proletariat allowing itself to be 
launched again on such a venture. If it were 
not so, one cannot help feeling that the terms 
fixing Germany’s military strength for the 
future lose a good deal of their value, because of 
the fact that every man in Germany at the 
present time is not only fully. trained, but has 
had experience on the battlefield. Not until the 
present generation has passed away will we be 
able to benefit to any great extent from the 
effect of the new restrictions. 7 

These new means of regulating Germany's 
army, however, most directly affect us, inas- 
much as they open to us the possibility of the 
abolition of conscript armies all the world over. 
How soon the process of reducing the armies of 
the world will begin depends very much, of 
course, on how far the present Allies, profiting 
by four and a half years of partnership in times 
of severe trial, have learned to trust one 
another, and how far they have accepted faith 
in the idea of the League of Nations. Assuming 
that the position with regard to these two mat- 
ters is satisfactory, one ought to see within 
measurable time a general movement to reduce 
all the present armies of the world to their 
minimum possible strength. i 

Bince the interruption of the negotiations at 
Spa for the revictualling of Germany, matters 
not evident at the time have since been 
cleared up. It now appears that the seriousness 
of the question of food supply all over Europe 
is much greater than was at first generally ad- 
mitted, and Bolshevism, or its equivalent, is 
showing signs of development in countries where 
in the presence of food it. would never be likely 
to flourish. Food is to be had if transport were 
available. The German submarine campaign 
more than anything else is responsible for the 
shortage of tonnage-for this work. It is only 


on 


right; therefore, that German merchant vessels 
at present lying idle should be made available. 
Since the original armistice terms did not pro- 
vide for the handing over of the merchant fleet 
(the clause arranging for this having been 
added in January, when the question of re- 
victualling Germany was under discussion), it is 
admitted that the Germans can quite rightly 
ask for come guarantee that food now will be 
supplied. The general urgency of the food 
question all over Europe does not, permit of the 
guarantee of any specific quantity, or that the 
German ships shall be used for revictualling 
Germany only. But food considered to be 
enough to supply Germany’s present needs for 
six weeks is now ready, and only awaits an 
agreement on the question of payment. This, 
it is understood, will be made partly by German 
gold reserves, partly by the export of coal and 
potash, partly by ordinary negotiable securities—. 
¢.g., bills of exchange received in payment for 
other exports, foreign securities, etc. 

The question of revision of the German 
frontiers is still under discussion, and decisions 
will be reached in the next few days. As 
regards Poland, it ie now pretty well decided to 
include Dantzig and Neufahwaeser in the new 
Polish Republic, and to connect these ports 
with Poland proper by means of, a 
gtrin of territory, Yrobably including the valley

Although the report that 150 policemen were 
murdered after the capture of the ‘suburb of 
Lichtenberg by the Spartacista is probably 
exaggerated, it ig. certain that many police 
officials were murdered in cold blood by their 
enemies, Women and young girls took a pro- 
mment part in the fighting, carrying ammuni- 
tion and food to their male protectors, and 
they distinguished themselves particularly by 
their cruelty against prisoners. One girl of 18 
who was captured by Government tfoops is 
accused. by cye-witnesses of having. personally 
caused the assassination of 20 soldiers . and 
policemen. 

The damage qpne to Berlin by artillery fire 
and air bombs is estimated by one newspaper 
at 30,000,000 marks. More than 300 houses are 
badly damaged, and about 80 are completely 
wrecked. 


THE ALLIES AND POLAND.

In the House of Lords yesterday, 

Lord Stuart of Wortley called attention to 
the claims of the Polish people to the re-con- 
stitution of their. ancient nationality- and ,inde- 
pendence, and asked the Government a number 
of questions on the subject. 

Lord Treowen impressed on the House the 
necessity of Poland's having possession of 
Danizig. 

Earl Curzon said that they were all in sym- 
penny with Poland, and the nationalisation of 

oland had been one of tho objects of the 
Allies during the war. A great dea], of hard 
work had been done, and the framework of a 
sound and gtable structure had already been 
set up. The Cabinet of M. Paderewski approxi- 
mated very closely to the ideal which so many 


people desiderated in this; country, but which | 


they found it so difficult to obtain—namely—- it 
was a Cabinet of experts, and not of politicians. 
Poland. had suogpeded, in forming a .Constitu- 
tional Government. ® new State had been 
reeognised by the Governments of the Allied 
Powers as an Independent State, and. the Polish 
Government as the official Government with 
which the Allied Governments would .be happy 
to enter into ‘diplomatic: relations as soon as 
circumstances permitted. He . was. asked 
whether it was intended to leave the. victualling 
of Poland and the relief of Polish distress to 
private charity. The anewer was in the -nega- 
tive. He was next asked whether. the..Inter- 
Allied Commission now in Poland-had- powers 
to provide anwy relief for the scarcity, distress, 
sed ghrá gcas which had reached such grave 
dimensions in that country. The answer was 
“Yes.” “In the instructions which were 
furnished to the Inter-Alhed Commission, new 
in Poland, it was directéd to co-perate With the 
Commission of the Supreme Economic Council, 
which had also been despatched to Poland 
for the purpose .of examining the situation 
with a view to the provision of relief in the 
matter of foodstuffs... The first fleet of food 
ships had already been despatched to Danzig. 
The question of including the port of Danzig 
in the new State of Poland was being discussed 
by the Paris Conference, and he thought it 
rather likely that. the, ultimate. arrangement 
that was made would include handing over to 
Poland the port of Danzig. The Allies were 
thoroughly conscious of their obligations, and 
would see that steps for facilitating the finan- 
cial, economic, and material development of 
the country were taken.

Just what this 
means it would be rash to say. . The ‘indica- 
tions are, however, that it is proposed to retain 
occupation of the left bank of the Rhine till 
the conditions imposed upon Germany by the 
peace terms have been fulfilled. This 
means occupation for, presumably, a consider. 
able time. During this period the occupied 
territory is to be treated as a separate and in- 
dependent State, and to have the right to 
determine its own destiny at the end of the 
occupation period. The lot of those living in 
this new State is likely to be an umeasy one, 
for full political liberty cannot be assured with 
a foreign army in supreme control. Every 
law passed would be subject to veto from the 
foreign Power. The sense of political responsi- 
bility, which must be encouraged. in Germany, 
in these provinces whuld be held largely in 
check. ! 

The other matters remaining are the fate of 
Heligoland, which, by the way, nobody wants; 
the question of reparation, responsibility for 
the war and for crimes committed, and the 
lifting of the blockade. Despite the many 
reports which have so far appeared relative. to 


the fixing of responsibility, the final report is . 


still under consideration. The question of 
reparation, the most important of all, will pro- 
bably be the last settled; in any case, it can- 
not be fixed before President Wilson arrives.

On questions of procedure their views 
may be entertained, It may, for example, suit 
their convenience, and not affect our plans, to 
arrange to meet, the costs of reparation in some 
other way than that proposed.

CO-OPERATIVE ADVERTISING, 

At a meeting of the Irish Association of 
Advertising Men, held at 16 College Green, 
Dublin, last evening, a aper was read on 
“Co-operative Advertising” by Mr. P. J: 
Gillespie,” mahager of the Jrish Hlamestead. 
The chain was taken by Mr. Grehan, 

_Mr. Gillespie drew attention to the import- 
ance which co-operation had attained in the 
retail business in the North of England and in 
the dairying business’ in Jreland, the former 
running ‘to over £100,000,000 per annum, and 
the latter to £10,000,000. With these concrete 
instances of successful co-operative business, 
the question arose whether co-operative publicity 
might not similarly be achieved by groups of 
traders handling the same commodity. The 
educative value of advertising, which is now 
universally recognised, pointed out the way to 
the most profitable field for co-operative adver- 
tising. Instances were given, such as the case 
of insurance companies, where, instead of vain 
repetitions of assets, claims paid, etc., co-opera- 
tive advertising could utilised with large 
spaces, plentifully illustrated, and stirring 
public imagination as to the danger of Jeaving 
, property or life uninsured, and as to the advan- 
tages of child endowment and other policies. 

Cocoa firms, fruit merchants, butter and 
cheese manufacturers, motor tractor and lo 
manufacturers, Irish woollen merchants, a 
many other groups of traders were cited as 
likely to benefit very greatly through co-opera- 
tive advertising, in conjunction, of course, with 
a certain amount of individual advertising. 
The Linen Corporation’s scheme, involving 


lin general 


¥ 
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£90,000 worth of advertising in the U,S.A., 
which is now being put into operation, should 
serve as a head-line for other groups 
of ‘business men. Co-operative advertising 
should be utilised in educating Irish people 
as to the actual economic advan- 
tages to their country of purchasing goods 
bearing the Irish trade mark in preference to 
any others. The advantages of the typewriter 
over handwriting for business purposes might 
be advertised oco-optratively by the firms in- 
terested. 

Mr. Gillespie pointed out how the drink trade 
utilise co-operative advertising through their pro- 
tection associations, and suggested that drapers, 
boot-sellers, unlicensed grocers, book-sellers, etc., 
might usefuily retaliate with much advantage 
to their salee and profits. He quoted several 
statements in support of the suggestion made 
by Toronto firms after prohibition was effected. 

As certainly as spinning by machinery super- 
seded hand-spinning, and to the advantage of 
all concerned (though the innovation was resisted 
with bloodelied), so co-operative advertising of 
certain commodities would inevitably supersede 
the present individual competitive method and 
as certainly to the benefit of all concerned. The 
power of the big display was now undisputed, 
and the novelty and ingenuousness of advertise- 
ments bearing no particular firm’s name would 
be bound to attract much attention, and so 
stimulate public thought that each participating 
firm in the business dealt with would benefit 
much more than if individual competitive 
methods alone had been retained.

AIR ESTIMATES. 


Major-General Seely, in introducing the Air 
Estimates, said that~the estimated expenditure 
for the Air Serviee for the coming .year was 
6f, million pounds. If the war had continued 
it would have amounted to over 200 millions. 
He paid a tribute to those who had raised our 
air power to such a pitch of intensity. We 
started the war with six squadrons, and finished 
with about 200, while our expenditure grew 
from one million to two hundred millions. When 
the armistice was signed we were building four 
thousand: aeroplanes per month. The greatest 
credit was due to the personnel, who had made 
us the undoubted masters of the air. He hoped 
shortly to publish a record of the war effort ot 
the Air Force, which, he thought, would be a 
revelation. During the war just under 8,000 
enemy machines: were shot down by our pilots 
in all theatres of war, and 2,800 of ours were 
missing. That meant probably forty or fifty 
thousand desperate battles in the air. We 
coutd only bow our. heads in respectful adn.ira- 
tion of the incomparable valour of our airmen. 
Of the total estimate of millions, he asked 
for a Vote on Account of 45 millions. It was 
quite impossible, until peace was signed, to 
commit himself to any precise figure, but he 
was pretty sure that the sum mentioned was 
the outside figure, and it showed a reduction 
by two-thirds on last year’s figure. After the 
existing orders had been completed there would 
be comparatively few orders for some time to 
come. It was not possible to estimate the 
number of aeroplanes we should require in 
future years. That depended on the kind ot 
peace we secured. Approximately our peace re- 
quirements had been fixed at 5,500 pe acc aná 
54,000 men, and we should reguire from 100 to 
200 sguadrons. 'The risk of aerial attack on 
this country was very small, but, he would be a 


such risk in future, and it would be wrong to 
neglect our air defences. In defending our 
islands against hostile attack we did not rely 
so much on great numbers as on remaining in 
the forefront of aerial development and aeriai’ 
research, on having always the best aeroplanes 
of the newest type, and being first in the art 
of flying. There was a _ large com- 
mitment of the Air Force for the Armies ot 
the Rhine and the Armies of Occupation. 
in the countries where we had n at war. 
The prepertinn of the Air Force to the Land 
and Sea Forces would be an e rowing pro- 
portion. He was not sure that air power 
might not make fleets and armies as now known 
obsolete. A great proportion of our oversea 
force would be in Egypt and Mesopotamia, 


CIVIL AVIATION, - 


On the civil side the prospects’ of carrying 
mails from Cairo to India were extremely 
favourable. We had the aeroplanes there, and 
the Postmaster-General was enthusiastic in 
support of the idea, and would co-operate in 
every way as soon as the service could be 
started. It was on this route that we would 
make our first start. The whole resources of 
the Royal Air Force, so far as was consistent

_Afver explaining the objects of the . Agsocia- 
tion, the memorandum expresses the grave con- 
cern with which the Association has noticed 
that, while various schemes of reconstruction 
im England have been formulated, ecarcely any 
consideration hae been given to Ireland, except 
in the matter of housing. In this connection 
it criticises (he financial basis of the housing 
scheme recently outlined by the Chief Secretary. 
It endorses the widespread dissatisfaction with 
tne method adopted by the Government in deal- 
ing with the problem of unemployment at the 
termination of the war, and urges that thi 
probiem, aggravated by demobilisation, can 
only be solved by the immediate putting in 
hand of the preliminaries to a comprehensive 
scheme of industrial reconstruction carefuily 
inter-related in its several] parts. One matter 
of immediate importance which it desires to 
bring to the notice of the Government is the 
future use of the five ' National ” factories for 
shel] and fuse production established during thy 
war in Íreland, lt urges that, in view of the 
prospect of rural development, and consae- 
quently of ample employment for the resources 
of engineering workshops, the plant and etaffs 
of these factories shall in no circumstances 
be dispersed. The memorandum desires aseut- 
ances that Lreland’s interests, both in the allo- 
cation of raw materials and in the provision 
of financial facilities for existing and new in- 
dustrics shal] be safeguarded during the period 
of reconstruction. While it accepts the prin- 
ciple that the development of industry is 
primarily a matter for private enterprise, it 
urges that private enterprise cannot be effective 
unless the Government provides assistance in 
some directions—notably, as to the exploitation 
of the existing sources of power and the pro- 
vieion of a proper system of transit. It ex- 
presses the view that the water power of 
Ireland is capable, at least, of much more ex- 
tensive local exploitation, and that the possi- 
bilities of such exploitation, and also of the 
development of mineral sources of supply, 
should properly be made the subject of more 
exhaustive investigation by the Government. 
The Association is satisfied that an alternative 
source of supply can be found in alcoho] pro- 
duced for industrial purposes. It proposes that 
for an experimental period a Commission, on 
which a representative of the Board of Customs 
and Excise should. sit, should be set up to 
supervise the actual production upon a com- 
mercial scale of industrial alcoho! in Ireland, 
and that for the experimenta] period the work 
should be subsidised by the Government. It 
also suggests that an experiment on similar 
. lines might be undertaken in the production of 
pest fuel On a commercial scale, as it is now 

ing carried on in Scotland. The memorandum 
regards it as no longer a matter of contro- 
versy that a unified system of traneport should 
be adopted in Ireland. It calle attention to 
the necessity of developing the Irish ports, and 
submits that the transport services of the 
country should be operated, not as ends. in 
themselves with a view to private profit, but 
in the interests of national industry and public

The memorandum submits that 
necessary to effect a radical reform of the Irish 
Governmental agencies concerned in réconstruc- 
tion policy.

It is 
sufficient to say that bodies like universities 
chambers of commerce, trades unions em- 
ployers’ federations, industria] development asso- 
cations, etc., should be represented thereon. 
It might be found advisable that a part of the 
consultative body should be chosen by direct 
popular election under a system of proportional!

To the Coroner—He did not hear any shot 
after he saw the man cuming out of the gate- 
way.

They should have daily lectures and demonstra- 
tions, daily hours for study, not too much idle 
time, and they should pay for their training, as 
University students, for example, pay. The pay- 
ment should consist of a yearly pension and

yearly lecture and examination fees. The pen- 
sion should be the smallest necessary to deiray 
expenses; it should mean absolutely no profit— 
and no loss—to the hospital. In a large hospital, 
under ordinary conditions (perhaps, not at pre- 
sent), £35 per annum might cover it—lecture 
fees £3 3s. per annum, examination fee £1 1s. : 
total under £40 annum—for three years 
training about, £120. This looks a large sum 
written down, but it should be remembered that 
the class from which nurses are principally 
drawn pays much larger sums for the education 
of its sons.
